There  is  no  hierarchy  of  men, 
nor  power  of  one  church  over 
another,  except  voluntary  co¬ 
operation  for  Christ's  sake. 

PROCLAIMING  the  power  of 
the  Lord  Jesus  to  save  unto  the 
uttermost  all  that  come  unto 
God  through  Him.  Preaching  is 
essential  and  the  essential  of 
preaching  is  Jesus  Christ  the 
Lord,  crucified  for  our  sins, 
dead,  buried,  risen  for  our  justi¬ 
fication,  coming  again. 

TEACHING  them  to  observe 
all  things  whatsoever  Christ  has

Representatives  of  twelve 
Protestant  denominations  serv¬ 
ing  Alaska  issued  a  statement 
recently,  according  to  Religious 
News-weekly,  asking  an  end 
to  "overemphasis  on  sectaria¬ 
nism  which  breeds  division  and 
dissensions  and  becomes  a 
threat  to  community  life”  and 
calling  for  co-ordinated  plan¬ 
ning  "to  eliminate  duplication” 
and  "to  provide  a  vital  Christ¬ 
ian  ministry  to  all  Alaskans.” 

Conferees  pointed  out  that 
many  communities  in  Alaska 
are  “greatly  overchurched, 
whereas  standard  practice  in 
many  denominations  calls  for 
one  church  to  each  2,500  per¬ 
sons.1’  The  statement  was  made 
pnblic  by  L  George  Nace,  New 
York,  executive  secretary  of  the 
National  Council  of  Churches’ 
Division  of  Home  Missions. 

It  is  not  likely  that  Southern 
Baptists  were  represented  in  the 
conference.  Indeed,  technical 
accuracy  in  the  use  of  the  word 
"Protestant”  would  indicate  that 
they  were  not,  since  Baptists 
are  not  Protestants. 

The  fact  that  twelve  denomi¬ 
nations  were  represented,  how¬ 
ever,  is  very  interesting  in  view 
of  the  content  of  the  statement

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  —  (BP) 
—  “The  new  church  finance  pro¬ 
gram  is  attracting  much  atten¬ 
tion  throughout  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention,”  Merrill  D. 
Moore,  director  of  promotion 
for  the  Convention  s  Executive 
Committee,  announced. 

"Indications  are  that  many 
persons  are  anticipating  an¬ 
nouncements  of  plans  for 
church  finance  clinics  in  their 
states  and  look  forward  to 
taking  part  in  them,”  he  con¬ 
tinued. 

The  first  state  clinics  will  be 
held  in  the  late  summer  and 
fall  of  1956  after  preliminary  ar¬ 
rangements  have  been  worked 
out  in  two  conferences  here,

Another  recommendation  of 
the  Board  concerning  auditing 
was  adopted.

"When  an  association  shall 
have  7,500  members  It  shall  be 
entitled  to  an  additional  Board 
member,  and  one  additional 
Board  member  for  each  addit¬ 
ional  5.000  members,  but  I  o  as¬ 
sociation  to  have  more  than  4 
members.  W’hen  an  association 
has  more  than  one  member,  at 
least  one  shall  be  a  lay  person. 
All  Board  members,  in  addition 
to  the  first  one,  herein  provid¬ 
ed,  shall  be  nominated  by  the 
Committee  on  Nominations  of 
the  State  Convention."

Optimism  Characterized 
The  State  Convention 

With  one  exception  we  have  at¬ 
tended  26  consecutive  meetings  of 
the  Mississippi  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion.  To  us  this  was  the  greatest  of 
them. 

It  was  characterized  by  a  spirit 
of  unity,  harmony,  fellowship, 
friendliness,  and  a  forward  look. 

Not  every  action  taken  was 
unanimous,  but  no  one  by  word, 
look,  or  insinuation  accused  any¬ 
one  of  sinister  ideas  or  selfish  mo¬ 
tives. 

Well-prepared  reports,  outstand¬ 
ing  speakers,  both  from  and  from 
outside  Mississippi  kept  interest  at 
a  high  level. 

The  Convention  Board  present¬ 
ed  a  challenging  program  that  got 
the  messengers  in  high  gear  and 
they  never  shifted  gears. 

From  the  start  it  was  evident 
that  the  Convention  was  united. 
They  were  rejoicing  in  a  record- 
breaking  year  and  determined  to 
set  their  goals  even  higher.  They 
were  united  in  prayer  and  purpose 
and  method  to  “go  ye  into  all  the 
world.” 

Every  report  presented  was  one 
of  high  achievement  and  conse¬ 
crated  dedication  to  service.  Every 
department,  agency,  and  institu¬ 
tion  reported  pleasing  progress,  as 
well  as  even  greater  plans. 

Not  one  objection  was  uttered 
over  setting  the  highest  budget  in 
Mississippi  Baptist  history.  Some 
even  wanted  to  increase  it. 

The  willingness,  the  progressive¬ 
ness,  the  optimism  of  Mississippi 
Baptists  was  emphasized  as  they 
unanimously  and  vigorously  adopt¬ 
ed  the  recommendation  of  the 


Enter  His  Gates 
With  Thanksgiving 

It  had  been  a  cold  and  bitter 
winter,  but  the  fall  of  1620  brought 
a  bounteous  harvest  to  the  Pil¬ 
grims  at  Plymouth  Colony.  They 
had  come  seeking  a  land  where 
they  might  speak,  might  write, 
might  worship  as  they  pleased,  be- 
believing  that  all  men  were  born 
with  “certain  inalienable  rights,” 
among  which  were  “life,  liberty, 
and  the  pursuit  of  happiness.” 

Though  the  hardships  of  the 
bleak  winter  had  taught  the  Pil¬ 
grim  fathers  that  the  way  would 
not  always  be  easy,  the  rich  har¬ 
vest  of  fruit  and  grain,  of  corn 
and  pumpkins  and  potatoes,  of 
food  in  plenty,  made  them  feel 
that  God’  blessing  was  upon  them. 
With  songs  in  their  hearts  they 
gave  thanksgiving  to  God.  They 
observed  in  America,  “the  land  of 
the  free  and  the  home  of  the 
brave”  the  first  Thanksgiving  Day. 

In  this  fall  of  1955  we  have  far 
more  for  which  to  be  thankful 
than  even  those  Pilgrims  of  1620. 
Yet  on  Thanksgiving  Day  so  few 
oi  us  pause  to  breathe  a  “Thank 
You”  to  God.  We  complain  that  we 
don’t  have  much  for  dinner,  that 
we  don’t  ha<e  a  turkey,  that  we 
don’t  have  a  new  suit  or  a  fur  coat 
to  wear  to  the  football  game.  And 
there’s  so  much  for  which  we 
should  be  thankful.  .  . 

We  have  food  and  clothes  in 
abundance.  Though  there  are 
slums  in  some  cities,  the  greatest 


Education  Commission  that  a  $2,- 
500,000  campaign  be  launched,  not 
for  one,- but  for  all,  of  the  educa¬ 
tional  institutions. 

Every  session  was  a  highlight, 
but  certainly  no  one  can  forget  the 
glorious  feeling  that  was  a  part  of 
the  State  Mission  Program,  Home 
and  Foreign  Mission  night,  the  out¬ 
standing  addresses,  and  the  Youth 
Night  program,  with  66  surrender¬ 
ing  for  special  service  and  two  ac¬ 
cepting  Christ  as  their  Saviour. 

Many  causes  for  the  unity  and 
spirit  of  •  progress  could  be  cited. 
Some  of  them  are: 

1.  The  strong  influence  of  Dr. 
Chester  L.  Quarles,  executive  sec¬ 
retary-treasurer  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion.  He  Is  giving  to  Mississippi 
Baptists  the  leadership  it  needs. 
Under  his  leadership  the  progress 
we  are  making  in  the  stewardship 
of  time,  talent,  and  money,  as  well 
as  a  deepening  sense  of  evangelism 
and  world  missions  is  producing 
more  money,  more  members,  more 
baptisms,  more  consecration,  more 
workers  and  a  well-rounded  deno¬ 
mination. 

2.  A  well-trained  group  of  state 
workers  deeply  consecrated*  is 
reaching  to  every  church,  every 
community,  and  to  every  Baptist. 

3.  More  trained  preachers  are 
leading  more  people  to  give  more 
money,  more  time,  and  more  ta¬ 
lent  to  God’s  work. 

4.  Greater  emphasis  on  Bible 
teaching  and  Bible  doctrines  is 
having  its  impact  on  Mississippi 
Baptist  life. 

Although  the  past  year  was  a 
great  one,  the  history  of  the  com¬ 
ing  year  can  and  will  be  greater 
as  we  move  on  to  greater  under¬ 
takings  and  accomplishments.

We  should  be  thankful  for  the 
church  spire  standing  tall  against 
the  blue  of  a  cloudless  sky,  for  our 
right  to  choose  in  which  church  we 
shall  worship,  for  the  new  church¬ 
es  rising  across  the  land,  for  the 
“faithful  few”  who  keep  going 
when  others  seem  to  forget  the 
church  and  its  activities. 

We  should  be  thankful  for  the 
exhilaration  that  comes  from 
honest  work,  the  refreshed  feeling 
that  comes  from  a  brisk  morning 
walk,  for  the  hum  of  machinery,  a 
symbol  of  the  comforts  of  our  mo¬ 
dern  civilization.

Make  Known  .  .  . 

In  a  little  cafe  in  Venice,  over¬ 
looking  a  canal,  we  ordered  some 
pizza.  When  we  entered  the  cafe 
a  cat  jumped  off  a  chair  and  a  dog 
ran  through  the  room.  Flies  hov¬ 
ered  hopefully  over  the  table.  On 
the  wineshelf  behind  the  pastry 
counter  stood  a  picture  of  Jesus, 
surrounded  by  burning  candles. 
How  out  of  place  that  picture  look¬ 
ed,  there  on  the  wineshelf!  Out¬ 
side,  all  around  the  cafe,  were 
signs  of  utter  poverty.  Less  than 
a  block  away  stands  the  Catholic 
Church,  St.  Mark’s  Cathedral, 
walls  overlaid  with  gold. 

In  Rome  we  saw  a  priest  walk¬ 
ing  down  the  street,  carrying  a  col¬ 
lection  plate  bearing  .the  sign. 


“Give  to  the  church  and  we  will 
pray  for  you.”  Hundreds  of  peo¬ 
ple  in  Italy  do  not  know  that  they 
do  not  need  to  pay  the  priest  to 
pray  away  their  sins.  They  do  not 
know  that  they  can  personally 
talk  to  God,  that  Jesus  is  ready  to 
forgive  their  sins  if  they  only  re¬ 
pent  and  believe  on  Him  as  their 
personal  Saviour.  Every  day  on 
the  Sacred  Stairs  in  Rome  hun¬ 
dreds  crawl  up  the  stairs  seeking 
an  indulgence  to  reduce  their  stay 
in  purgatory  by  nine  years.  They 
do  not  know  that  ibc  Pope  has  not 
authority  to  add  or  substract  from 
their  eternal  punishment. 

There  is  a  brgihter  side  to  the 
picture.  There  are  missionaries  in 
Italy.  There  are  those  in  Italy  who 
believe  in  Christ  as  personal  Savi¬ 
our.  The  Lottie  Moon  Christmas 
Offering  has  contribute  toward 
missions  in  Italy. 

A  W.M.U.  Training  School  for 
Girls  in  Rome  has  a  new  and  mo¬ 
dern  building.  In  the  chapel  is  a 
small  cross.  The  missionaries  say 
that  they  want  to  show  the  Catho-

lies  (99  per  cent  of  Italy's  popula¬ 
tion  ts  Catholic)  that  they  have  no 
monoply  on  the  cross,  and  that  for 
which  it  stands. 

Often  when  a  person  becomes  a 
Christian  in  Italy  his  friends,  and 
sometimes  his  family  scoffs  at  him 
and  often  refuses  to  have  more  to 
do  with  him.  These  young  Chris¬ 
tians  needed  a  place  to  meet  for 
fellowship  and  prayer  and  study 
that  they  might  become  stronger 
Christians  At  Santa  Severa.  Italy 
a  site  of  land  by  the  Mediterra¬ 
nean  Sea  was  bought  for  a  young 
people's  camp.  It  is  called  “Little 
Ridgecrest  by  the  Sea."  For  two 
summers  now  the  camp  has  been 
in  use.  About  30  young  people 
come  each  week  for  about  ten 
weeks.  Each  can  stay  for  about 
$8  for  ten  day’s.  The  main  build¬ 
ing  is  partially  completed.  The 
young  people  live  in  tents,  study 
and  eat  under  an  open  shelter,  and 
between  their  periods  of  worship 
and  study  swim  in  the  blue  Medi¬ 
terranean. 

Concerning  Little  Ridgecrest, 
Mrs.  Roy  F.  Starmer.  Southern 
Baptist  missionary  in  Rome,  wrote 
to  a  group  of  American  young  peo¬ 
ple  who  visited  Little  Ridgecrest: 
'  “It  was  wonderful  to  know  that 


your  young  people  are  going  to 
help  us  each  month  for  the  next 
year!  You  cannot  know  the  com¬ 
fort  and  encouragment  this  gave 
to  us.  Certainly  these  young  people 
of  Italy  have  gone  ahead  and  have 
sacrificed  khd  are  willing  to  con¬ 
tinue  to  do  so.  but  the  load  is  just 
more  than  they  can  carry  alone 
without  taking  too  many  years 
to  complete  this  important  project 
If  it  were  just  for  the  use  of  the 
young  people  alone  it  would  be 
worth  while.  But  it  is  to  be  used 
for  the  entire  Baptist  Mission  of 
Italy  when  it  is  completed,  and 
we  have  hopes  that  it  will  also 
serve  to  bring  young  Baptist  peo¬ 
ple  from  all  of  Europe  and  the 
U.  S.  together  for  a  strengthening 
o  four  work  here  on  this  continent. 
We  do  thank  you  for  your  interest 
—  and  your  help. 

“The  first  week  in  September 
we  went  to  Santa  Severa  for  the 
raising  of  the  flag.  This  is  a  cere¬ 
mony  always  done  in  Italy  when 
the  roof  is  put  on  a  building,  to 
show  that  there  have  been  no 
deaths  during  the  construction. 
Then  the  workers  who  have  built 
the  building  are  given  a  dinner  It 
was  good  to  see  the  flag  flying  in 
the  wind  that  day! 

The  roof  is  on,  but  we.  still  need 
17,000  dollars  to  complete  the 


building.  The  dining  room  will  be 
added  to  the  side  of  the  building. 
It  will  be  large  enough  to  seat  300, 
we  hope.  Of  course,  if  we  can  get 
this  building  with  the  dining  room 
finished  by  next  summer,  we  can 
use  the  dining  room  for  all  our 
services,  like  a  chapel  until  we 
can  build  the  chapel.  Our  dream 
is  that  someday  we  will  have  a 
chapel  in  the  shape  of  a  church 
right  on  the  front  the  lot!  How 
it  is  needed  there.  It  is  truly 
a  miracle  how  the  people  of 
the  town  are  becoming  interested 
in  the  ‘Protestants’  and  the  gospel 
just  since  the  young  people  have 
had  their  camps  there  the  past  two 
summers.  Since  1949  we  had  taken 
our  tents  to  another  spot  because 
until  we  began  construction  on 
this  property,  we  could  not  put 
the  tents  up.  If  others  will  just 
help  us  as  you  are  doing,  we  shall 
certainly  succeed.  Pray  for  us  in 
our  work.  Pray  for  the  young  peo¬ 
ple  of  Italy." 

Catholics  are  trying  to  buy  the 
adjoining  lot  to  build  a  Catholic 
church,  in  the  hopes  of  hurting 
the  Baptist  witness  there. 

The  needs  of  the  missionaries, 
the  needs  of  the  people  in  Italy,  are 
great.  BUT  ITALY  IS  ONLY  ONE

AMPLE  OF  THE  GREAT  NEED

History  tells  us  that  Nero  or¬ 
dered  the  burning  of  Rome  and 
then  placed  the  blame  upon  the 
Christians.  Tradition  adds  that 
the  heartless  ruler  then  compos¬ 
ed  and  played  music  as  he 
watched  the  inferno  fur  which 
he  was  responsible. 

After  studying  world  condit¬ 
ions,  the  needs  and  opportuni¬ 
ties  of  the  mission  fields,  and 
after  having  served  for  eigh¬ 
teen  years  as  a  missionary  in 
our  nearest  foreign  mission 
field,  Mexico,  a  deep  conviction 
bas  come  to  my  heart  that 
Southern  Baptists  have  little 
right  to  criticize  Nero. 

HOME  IS  BURNING 

The  vast  majority  of  the 
world's  population  Is  eternally 
lost.  They  are  already  dead  in 
trespasses  and  sin!  Not  only  are 
the  bodies  and  souls  of  countless 
millions  being  destroyed,  but 
every  day  more  material  wealth 
is  being  destroyed  in  harmful 
or  useless  ways  than  the  value 
uf  several  entire  cities  like 
Rome.  God's  Eternal  World 
teaches  that  the  Gospel  of 
Christ  is  the  only  hope  for  man, 
but  that  no  one  can  be  saved 
without  faith,  and  that  saving 
faith  come#  from  bearing  the 

UospeL 

WE  ARE  RESPONSIBLE 

We.  are  responsible  for  the, 
tragic  moral  and  spiritual  con- ! 
ditions  as  they  are  today.  We 
cannot  blame  the  Communi  I », 
the  Catholics,  or  the  pagan  re¬ 
ligions.  God  told  us  to  go;  and 
we  have  not  gone,  lie  told  us  to 
•>l>eak  and  warn;  and  we  have 
not  obeyed — even  though  He 
made  it  plain  that  the  blood  of 
the  lost  would  be  upon  our 
hands  if  we  failed.  He  told  us 
to  pray;  and  we  have  neglected, 
for  real  prayer  produces  action. ' 
He  told  us  to  give;  and  we  have 
robbed  him  of  his  holy  tithe  and 
have  not  given  anything.  We 
give  him  a  Up  instead  of  a 
tithe! 

WE,  TOO?  ARE  FIDDLING 

It  is  an  inspiraUon  to  know  a 
few  choice  souls  who  really  seek 
first  the  Kingdom  of  God.  They 
seek  personally  to  win  the  lost, 
and  they  try  to  see  how  little 
they  can  spend  upon  them¬ 
selves,  and  how  much  they  can 
give.  However,  anyone  who 
thinks  seriously  will  admit  that 
most  of  us  are  playing  at  the 
job  of  being  Christians  and  of 
winning  the  world  to  Christ. 
When  eight  million  Southern 
Baptists  invest  only  about  ten 
million  dollars  a  year  in  world 
missions,  a  little  over  a  dollar 
per  member,  one  must  conclude 
that  both  the  members  and 
churches  have  not  taken  seri¬ 
ously  the  winning  of  earth's 
Christless  millions. 

Recently  a  man  from  Texas 
wrote  that  his  family  wanted  to 
support  a  student  missionary  in 
Mexico  by  sending  ten  dollars 
a  month.  He  said  that  at  first 


he  would  send  it  from  his  tithe, 
but  that  he  hoped  later  to  be 
able  to  send  it  as  an  over-and- 
above  offering.  We  encouraged 
him  to  give  it  above  his  Uthe,  as 
God  teaches  storehouse  tithing, 
suggesting  that  perhaps  bis  fam¬ 
ily  might  find  a  way  to  earn  the 
extra  ten  dollars  a  month.  As  he 
began  praying  about  it,  God's 
Spirit  revealed  to  him  that  he 
could  more  than  save  the  ten 
dollars  a  month  If  he  would  stop 
smoking.  He  is  finding  a  real 
joy  in  his  experience,  and  the 
entire  family  is  being  blessed. 
This  Idea  could  multiply  our 
mission  program! 

Of  the  eight  million  South¬ 
ern  Baptists,  perhaps  two  mil¬ 
lion  spend  from  five  to  ten  dol¬ 
lars  a  month  smoking.  That  is 
almost  twice  as  much  each 
month  as  all  Southern  Baptists 
give  in  a  year  to  win  the  whole 
world,  outside  the  U.  S.  A.,  to 
the  Lord. 

A  man  in  Oklahoma  has  just 
an  ordinary  job  from  which  he 
supports  his  family  of  four  and 
faithfully  gives  his  tithes  and 
offerings  to  his  church.  He  also 
received  fifty  dollars  a  month 
as  music  director  in  his  church 
and  gives  every  cent  of  il  to  mis¬ 
sions.  For  some  years  he  has 
supported  three  national  mis¬ 
sionaries  through  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board.

I.ocal  Churches  Are  Now 
Determining  Rate  of  Advance 
in  World  Missions 

“From  the  standpoint  of 
world  mission  responsibilities 
Southern  Baptists  are  now  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  most  significant 
period  of  the  year's  work,” 
Executive  Secretary  Baker 
James  Cauthen  told  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  In  its  November 
meeting. 

"For  one  thing,  all  Coopera¬ 
tive  Program  receipts  now  re¬ 
ceived  in  the  office  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  Exec¬ 
utive  Committee  In  Nashville 
are  divided  75  per  cent  for  for¬ 
eign  missions  and  25  per  cent 
for  home  missions.  This  is  the 
arrangement  made  by  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention 
for  distribution  of  funds  after 
the  Convention  budget  has  been 
reached. 

“This  means  that  churches 
can  now  exert  special  efforts 
to  give  to  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram,  realizing  that  75  per  cent 
of  their  money  will  go  to  for¬ 
eign  missions.  We  are  hoping 
that  more  than  $1,500,000  will 
be  received  from  this  source  by 
December  31.  To  this  moucy  we 
are  looking  to  meet  urgent 
needs  in  many  parts  of  the 
world. 

"This  is  also  the  period  of 
the  year  when  churches  are 
adopting  their  budgets  for  1956 
Actually  we  find  what  we  can 
do  lu  foreign  missions  is  dc 
termined  by  what  the  individual 
churches  decide  to  give  as  they 
draw  up  their  budgets. 

“Ultimately  It  Is  at  this  point 
that  we  must  strengthen  the 
missionary  enterprise.  There  is 
always  a  grave  danger  that  in 
times  of  favorable  economy  the 
foreign  mission  enterprise  will 
be  overexpanded  with  the  re¬ 
sult  that  when  conditions 
change  serious  retrenchments 
must  occur. 

“If  all  churches  in  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  come 
to  believe  that  a  worthy  percen¬ 
tage  of  their  giving  should  be 
shared  with  the  rest  of  the 
world  outside  tbe  borders  of 
the  United  States,  it  will  be  pos¬ 
sible  to  project  advance  in  for¬ 
eign  missions  knowing  that  as 
economic  conditions  vary  sup¬ 
port  will  continue  for  foreign 
missions  on  the  same  basis  as  is 
provided  for  the  needs  of  the 
local  church  and  other  denomi¬ 
national  responsibilities.” 

Dr.  Cauthen  listed  the  cur¬ 
rent  meetings  of  the  Baptist 
state  conventions  and  Baptist 
Student  Unions  as  other  ac¬ 
tivities  of  great  Importance  to 
world  missions.  “Baptists  will 
do  about  foreign  missions  what 1 
they  believe  the  Lord  wants 
them  to  do.  If  they  can  be  giv¬ 
en  proper  information  and  their 
hearts  be  Umpired  to  do  what  I 
God  wants,  we  will  see  advance 
continue." 

Also  the  weeks  just  ahead 


I  are  very  Important  for  world 
missions  because  of  tbe  ap- 
1  proaching  Lottie  Moon  Christ¬ 
inas  Offering,  Dr.  Cauthen  said. 

He  concluded  his  report: 
"Mounting  world  tensions  point 
up  afresh  the  urgency  of  our 
world  mission  undertaking. 
From  every  consideration  we 
see  renewed  evidence  that  God 
is  calling  Southern  Baptists  to  a 
larger  world  undertaking  than 
we  have  ever  known." 

Special  Mission  Tours 

The  Southern  Baptist  Foreign 
Mission  Board  will  sponsor  two 
tours  to  overseas  mission  areas 
during  the  summer  of  1956.  Ex¬ 
penses  will  be  borne  by  the  in¬ 
dividuals  who  make  the  trips 
or  by  the  groups  who  send  their 
pastors  or  others. 

One  of  the  groups  will  visit 
Latin  America,  thus  having  op¬ 
portunity  to  see  some  of  the 
work  carried  on  by  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  in  Colom¬ 
bia,  Ecuador,  Peru,  Chile,  Ar¬ 
gentina,  Uruguay,  Paraguay. 
Brazil,  and  Venzuela. 

The  other  group  will  go  to  the 
Orient  and  will  visit  some  of 
the  Baptist  work  in  Hawaii,  the  J 
Philippines.  Hong  Kong,  Mgcao, 
Formosa,  Japan,  and  Korea. 

Foreign  Mission  Board's  divis¬ 
ion  of  promotion  is  in  charge  of 
arranging  the  tours,  a  project 
Which  is  being  undertaken  to 
implement  a  recommendation 
of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven¬ 
tion  Committee  on  World  Evan¬ 
gelization  made  at  the  meeting 
of  the  Convention  in  Miami  in 
May,  1955. 

Dr.  Rogers  M.  Smith,  the 
Board's  associate  secretary  for 
promotion,  said  so  many  people  j 
visited  the  mission  stations  in 
Africa,  Europe,  and  the  Near  j 
East  on  their  way  to  or  from 
the  meeting  of  the  Baptist  i 
World  Alliance  in  London  this  j 
past  summer  that  it  is  deemed 
unwise  to  plan  a  trip  to  that 
area  in  1956, 

Dr.  Smith  said;  “While  the  j 
1956  tours  will  be  primarily 
mission  tours,  many  of  the  main 
points  of  general  interest  will 
be  visited.  They  will  be  about 
five  weeks  in  duration  and  will 
be  made  by  air.  Full  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  itinerary,  dates, 
and  cost*  will  be  available 
around  the  first  of  the  year. 
Each  tour  will  be  limited  to  ap¬ 
proximately  20  people  and  a 
$200  deposit  will  insure  a  reser¬ 
vation.” 

Dr.  Smith  suggested  that  one 
of  the  trips  would  be  an  excel¬ 
lent  Christmas  gift  for  a  church  i 
to  give  its  pastor.

turned  into  museums  or  stores 
and  their  contents,  chalices,  etc., 
placed  on  exhibition.  In  Lenin¬ 
grad  they  have  a  museum  which 
is  devoted  completely  to  ridicul¬ 
ing  God  and  people's  religious 
beliefs.” 

Mr.  Kennedy  said  that  central 
Asia  should  be  considered  a 
"colonial  area”  of  Russia.  The 
people  are  of  Asiatic  origin,  he 
said,  and  “no  more  resemble  a 
Russian  than  a  Malayan  does 
an  Englishman.” 

Persecution  and  liquidation  of 
those  who  opposed  Communism 
was  so  severe,  he  said,  that 
more  than  1,000,000  Kazakhs  out 
of  a  native  population  of  4,000,- 
000  in  Kazakhstan  "disappear¬ 
ed'’  between  the  censuses  of 
1928  and  1939.

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  (RNS) 
—  Baptist  churches  are  grow¬ 
ing  "surprisingly”  strong  in  the 
central  Asiatic  republics  of  the 
Soviet  Union,  Robert  F.  Ken¬ 
nedy,  chief  counsel  of  the  Sen¬ 
ate  Investigations  Subcommit¬ 
tee,  reported  here.  He  returned 
recently  from  a  visit  to  that  re¬ 
mote  area  with  Supreme  Court 
Justice  William  O.  Douglas. 

Mr.  .Kennedy,  a  brother  of 
Sen.  John  F.  Kennedy  (D.-Miss.) 
and  member  of  a  prominent  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  family,  made  the 
observation  in  a  copyrighted  in¬ 
terview  published  here  by  Unit¬ 
ed  States  News  and  World  Re¬ 
port,  national  magazine. 

Describing  the  impact  of  35  1 
years  of  religious  persecution 
on  the  Moslem  faith  in  central 
Asia,  he  said  that  in  the  ancient 
Moslem  center  of  Bukhara 
there  is  only  one  -mosque  today 
"which  looks  as  though  it  is 
about  to  fall  down,”  and  one, 
school  where  100  theological  f 
students  are  preparing  to  serve 
“all  central  Asia.” 

In  1917  there  were  304  mos¬ 
ques  and  Moslem  religious 
schools  in  the  area,  Mr.  Ken¬ 
nedy  said. 

“There  are  a  great  number  of 
Baptists  in  that  area,  surprising¬ 
ly,”  be  added. 

“The  minister  in  Tashkent ; 
said  that  in  1952  he  had  a  con¬ 
gregation  of  700  Baptists  and 
now  has  a  congregation  of  2,000 
“When  we  attended  his 
church,  there  were  over  1 ,000 
people  there  and  there  was  al¬ 
so  a  good-sized  congregation  in 
the  Baptist  church  at  Frunze 
(another  city  in  Turkestan).” 

Asked  whether  this  was  a  re-  j 
suit  of  missionary  activity,  Mr. 
Kennedy  replied:  “It  might  be. 
The  newspapers  in  Russia  keep 
deploring  the  fact  that  more 
people  are  going  to  church  and 
that  even  members  of  the  Com¬ 
munist  Party  are  going  to 
church.  There  might  be  some 
significance  to  that.” 

Citing  several  letters  and  ed¬ 
itorials  which  appeared  in  the 
Soviet  press  during  their  visit 
to  the  Asiatic  republics,  Mr. 
Kennedy  observed;  “Evidently 
there  is  some  sort  of  religious 
revival  going  on  in  Russia,  but 
it  is  difficult  for  somebody  who 
doesn't  speak  the  language  to 
get  the  facts  on  it” 

He  said  that  a  number  of  Or¬ 
thodox  churches  were  open  in 
the  region  he  visited  but  those 
seen  attending  them  were  old¬ 
er  people  mostly  women. 

“However,  in  contrast,"  he 
said,  “at  Baptist  services  there 
were  ■  great  number  of  young 
people  and  a  great  number  of 
men.” 

“I  might  add,”  Mr.  Kennedy 
declared,  "that  Communists 
have  allowed  only  a  few  church¬ 
es  of  any  denomination  —  Jew¬ 
ish,  Moslem  or  Catholic  —  to  re¬ 
main  open.  Most  churches  in 
the  Soviet  Union  have  been 


ing  will  be  65’  by  44’  and  will 
provide  space  for  240  people.

Graham  To  Visit 


TORONTO  (RNS)  —  Evange¬ 
list  Billy  Graham  said  here 
that  he  planned  to  visit  India 
early  in  1956  and  address 
Christian  gatherings  there. 

He  made  the  disclosure  as  he 
ended  his  month-long  Greater 
Toronto  Crusade. 

The  invitation  for  the  India 
visit,  Mr.  Graham  said,  came 
from  more  than  25  representa¬ 
tive  Church  leaders.  They  in¬ 
cluded  the  Rt.  Rev.  A.  N.  Muk- 
erjee,  Metropolitan  of  the 
Church  of  India.  Pakistan,  Bur¬ 
ma  and  Ceylon  (Anglican;; 
Bishop  H.  Sumitra,  moderator 
of  the  Church  of  South  India, 


and  Bishop  Shot  K.  Mondol, 
president  of  the  National  Christ¬ 
ian  Council  of  India. 

Details  of  the  visit  have  not 
been  completed,  but  Mr.  Gra¬ 
ham  announced  that  the  total 
time  to  be  spent  in  India  could 
only  be  about  six  weeks,  begin¬ 
ning  in  mid-January. 

Mr.  Graham  said  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  other  invitations  for 
meetings  with  Church  leaders 
in  Hong  Kong,  Formosa,  Japan 
and  the  Philippines.  The  evan¬ 
gelist  said  he  was  considering 
brief  visits  to  those  areas  on  his 
way  back  to  America  in  Febru¬ 
ary.
